In the pre-election activity, the 
elections committee ruled invalid 
the petitions of Bud Mulcock for 
president and Ken Reitz for vice- 
president on the grounds that 
both petitions were submitted 
without the apparent consent of 
either of the candidates. The Stu- 
dent Life Committee considered 
an appeal from Reitz on Monday 
afternoon and allowed him to run. 

Temporary Suspension 

Lance Berkowitz, running for 
School of Pharmacy representa- 
tive. and Victor Clark, in tha 
race for lower Columbian College 
representative, were temporarily 
suspended when they failed to 
appear at a pre-election briefing 
session, or to send an authorized 
representative. They were request- 
ed, at a special meeting of the 
elections committee on Monday, 
to "show cause" why their can- 
didacies should not be declared 
Invalid. 

Candidates for the three major 
all-campus offices which remain 
to be filled, president, member-at- 
large, and publicity director, will 
speak at a special forum, Tues- 
day, Feb. 4, at 8 pm in Govern- 
ment 1. Presidential candidate* 
Paul Schwab and Stewart Bentley 
will each have ten minutes in 
which to discuss, debate, or an- 
Member-at- Large, John Diesem, 
swer questions on the presiden- 
tial race. Then candidates for 
Allen Harris, Frank Breen, and 
Ronald Scheraga will be given 
seven minutes apiece. Finally, can- 
didates for publicity director, El- 
liott Swift and Allan Goldberg, 
will speak. 

Voting Machines 

An innovation in this year's 
election is the use of voting ma- 
chines, which, according to Ad- 
vocate Robert A. Aleshire, will 
encourage more people to vote, 
eliminate invalid ballots and any 
question about recounts, and make 
voting simpler and faster. "Every 
student who votes will vote cor- 
rectly," he said.

On its face value, this seems to be a more effldeAt method 
for selecting editors who have some knowledge of the func- 
tions of journalism and the techniques needed to run a paper. 

For these reasons alone, the proposal is superfluous. 

In addition, this proposal was placed on the ballot by 
President Don Ardell and by the Elections Committee, chaired 
by Advocate Rebert Aleshire. Interestingly enough, neither 
one was able to tell the HATCHET who backed the proposal, 
by whom the necessary petition was being circulated, or on 
what basis the demand was made. The only Information 
gleaned was that some "law school students and a law school 
professor” have “made a study” and have formulated the 
proposal. 

The HATCHET cannot but contrast this hasty action 
with the very deliberate hair splitting which accompanied the 
decision to submit the Activities Fee to a referendum and to 
recognize the SPU and SPA — as well as conscientious atten- 
tion to minute detail which has distinguished most other 
Council action.

Four candidates have declared 
for the office of Lower Columbian 
Representative, making it one of 
the more hotly contested Council 
posts. 

Vlo Clark 

Victor Clark, a sophomore lib- 
eral arts major, proposes “a four 
point program with a purpose.” 
The program calls for; ”1 — Organ- 
ized student action to obtain stu- 
dent discounts; 2 — The establish- 
ment of a non-profit student book 
store; 3 — A student Bill of Rights; 
and 4 — A better deal for students 
in their government." The "better 
deal" would be implemented by 
electing student members of the 
Student Life Committee, finding 
a way to represent foreign stu- 
dents on the Council, and giving 
Lower Columbian College more 
equalltarian representation— com- 
mensurate with the large number 
of students in that school. The 
Bill of Rights, one of Clark's most 
important planks, would ideally be 
incorporated into the Articles of 
student government and would 
put the University on record for 
“the protection of academic free- 
dom, freedom of student political 
action within reasonable limits, 
prohibition of discrimination in 
student life,” and would guaran- 


tee that "student publications 
shall be free from prior censor- 
ship so long as they do not pur- 
port to speak for the university.” 
Clark plans to conduct an is- 
sue-oriented campaign with em- 
phasis on the importance of aca- 
demic freedom to the vitality of 
a V university. 'The University 
should encourage one thing in a 
student: to think for himself, to 
think logically, to think reason- 
ably. It should inculcate into the 
student his intellectual heritage 
with the provision that if he is 
going to destroy it he must have 
better reasons than these which 
established it,” he said. 

Clark is a member of the Uni- 
versity and D.C: chapters of the > 
Young Democrats, the Lutheran 
Student Association, the Enosian 
Debate Society, and was formerly 
a speech-writer for Senator Hart- 
ke (D-Ind.). He has a QPI of 2.85.

Steve Royer, a freshman, la 
emphasizing student participation 
In student, government.

Both candidates for Publicity 
Director came up with several 
suggestions for improving the 
Student Council’s methods of get- 
ting Information to the student 
body.

Hugo Stelner-Prag (1800-1945) 
is chiefly noted as a book illustra- 
tor. For this reason, the dark, 
brooding drawings In the library 
really need the text to be effec- 
tive. Some seem scrawled and 
hasty. The pen-and-ink scenes of 
Holland, Spain, Portugal and Aus- 
tria are interesting but empty of 
feeling. / 

However, when Stelner-Prag Is 
In the vein of the German Expres- 
sionists he is on firmer ground. 
His “Prisoners” Is a monument of 
tortured expression, a picture of 
man’s inhumanity to man. His 
work la claustrophobic. An ex- 
ample Is the grotesquerle in the 
illustrations for Tales of Hoffman. 
Here one can see the artist’s skill 
in his medium, for the book. It- 
self, Is on display.

Maryland Tops Colonials 
68-67 In Final Seconds

• ‘SOUR GRAPES AND SUCCO- 
TASH" could have been the re- 
sponse from George Washington’s 
basketball coach Bill Reinhart 
after it was left to the timekeeper 
to deride if Maryland’s tip-in by 
Scott Ferguson was made before 
or after the final buzzer. He de- 
cided that "the ball was in the 
air” and that the basket was legal 
and thus, he gave the game to 
Maryland 68-67. 

Almost without exception, the 
attending crowd of about 3000 felt 
assured of a victory after a late 
basket by Mike Checkan "cinched” 
the lead for GW, 67-66, with a lit- 
tle over a minute remaining. The 
Colonials then tried to freeze the 
ball, but in vain, when little Joe 
.Mullen was fouled and failed to 
boost the lead with a free throw 
on a one and one proposition. 

Again with a scoring opportu- 
nity the Colonials failed when 
Don Ardell was tied up under the 
Maryland basket with only 13 sec- 
onds remaining. Maryland moved 
quickly to under the George Wash- 
ington basket, where a flurry of 
shots, rebounds, and tip-ups, did 
not immediately produce the score 
needed to give the Terps the game. 

The Colonials were definitely 
hurt by the close officiating which 
took big Joe Adamitis out of the 
game for the last flurry. Without 
the 6'8" center the Colonials were 
at the disposal of the clock, which 
showed np time . remaining, and 
the ball, which was being batted 
around fruitlessly by three big 
Maryland starters. From the side- 
lines it appeared that the final 
tip-in occurred after the buzzer 
and the two referees were so un- 
certain that they scampered to 
the timekeepeers table to ask 


exactly when the ball went in. It 
was not until three minutes after 
the game ended that the score- 
board registered the Maryland vic- 
tory. 

Surprised Coach Bud Millikan 
fought through the crowd that had 
converged on the officials and rode 
merrily on his way home, along 
with his high point man, Jerry 
Greenspan. 

Bill Reinhart, infuriated and un- 
believing. went back to face the 
valiant and bewildered Colonials. 
Joe Adamitis, who tallied 17 
points, was high-point man for the 
GW team. Starting slow, Kan Leg- 
ins drove 16 points, while agile 
Mark Clark scored 14. Playing 
consistant ball, Don Ardell. who 
has played fantastic ball lately, 
put in 4 key baskets and two free 
throws for 10 points. 

The Big Three championship, 
from this game, depended upon 
the performance of the George- 
town-Maryland game, which was 
played yesterday after the 
HATCHET went to press. The 
winner of this contest places first 
in this informal "league." GW will 
end up at the bottom of the sta- 
tistics with two losses to Mary- 
land and a split with Georgetown. 

The Colonials have been plagued 
all season with narrow losses to 
West Virginia, Georgetown, VPI 
and twice to Maryland. 

The Colonials Frosh have had 
an unimpressive season in spite of 
the consistent efforts of Mark 
Welker and Ron Ulrich. Welker 
tallied 24 points and Ulrich scored 
for 17 against the Maryland frosh 
five. A real improving figure, Mike 
Carroll pushed in 14 points, still 
leaving the Baby Buff on the 
short end 98-69. The failure of the 
Terp frosh to repeat their 100- 


plus performance against the Colo- 
nials can be attributed to an ex- 
cellent Colonial freeze in the last 
minute, something the GW varsity 
could not do.
